VICTIM 'JUMPED 
ON TO THE KNIFE'

A MAN who died after a fight in an Oswestry car 
park jumped on to the knife that killed him, a jury 
has been told. 

Danny Jones, 21, died from a single stab wound to his stomach 
after the fight on April 24 in the Oak Street car park. 

Richard Reece, 19, denies murder but accepts he was holding 
the knife when Mr Jones was injured. 

And a witness has told the trial at Birmingham Crown Court 
that he saw Mr Jones, who lived in Chirk, jump towards Reece

Councillors 
will back 
town CCTV 

THE future of Oswestry’s CCTV sys¬ 
tem looks secure after the town coun¬ 
cil agreed to support a system in the 
future - providing it was operated by 
local volunteers. 

The future of CCTV across Shrop¬ 
shire is in jeopardy following Shrop¬ 
shire’s Council’s decision to review its 
funding as part of massive budget 
cuts. The authority pays £10,500 a 
year towards the Oswestry system. 

But on Tuesday Oswestry Town 
Council voted to look at upgrading the 
cameras it funded 13 years ago and 
that it continues to fund to the tune of 
£7,500 a year. The system costs 
£22,000 a year to run. 

Councillors heard from police 
Inspector Rik Klair and Mr Jim 
Stafford, who is currently looking at 
the future of the town centre system. 

“Most of the cameras and the equip¬ 
ment is now 13 years old and worn 
out,” Inspector Klair said. 

But he said that the volunteer run 
system was proactive. The operators 
were able to point police officers to 
incidents that were just beginning. 

Mr Jim Stafford, the former inspec¬ 
tor for the area, said that before the 
cameras 64 per cent of all crime in 
Oswestry was in the town centre and 
a quarter was criminal damage. 


and land on the knife. 

Joshua Fretwell, 17, was at the recreation 
ground next to the car park when Mr Jones and 
Reece began fighting shortly after 8pm. 

He told the jury how he watched Mr Jones 
chase Reece around the car park and that after 
about 10 minutes Reece ran away towards his 
home in Lord Street. 

“Ricky walked into the car park with the 
weapon and then stood there,” he said. 

“Danny was about 10 metres away from him. 
I saw him run towards Ricky and jump and go 
to kick him. That’s when I think he landed on 
the blade. 

“I think Ricky lifted the blade up when Danny 
started towards him. He didn’t push it anywhere 
though - I think it was like a flinch. I didn’t see 
any action by Ricky to go for him with the 
weapon. 

“Then Ricky ran off towards his house and I 
saw Danny keel over on the floor.” 

Mr Fretwell said Reece’s girlfriend Zoe Pal- 
latina and their friend Ian Gill then ran over to 
help Mr Jones. 

Drinking 

“I could see blood coming out. Ian had his 
hand on the wound,” he said. 

“Zoe said ‘Are you alright’ to Danny but he 
couldn’t get his words out. He couldn’t say any¬ 
thing. She said to call an ambulance.” 

Under cross examination Mr Fretwell admit¬ 
ted that he didn’t actually see the knife go into 
Mr Jones, but said it had “made sense” that was 
what had happened. 

The trial has previously heard that Reece’s 
friends John Lightfoot and George Allsop urged 
him to hand himself in to police afterwards. 

Jurors also heard from Reece’s former girl¬ 
friend Zoe Pallatina how both Reece and Mr 
Jones had been drinking together on the night 
of the incident before a disagreement broke out. 

Forensic pathologist Dr Nicholas Hunt said it 
would only have taken a moderate degree of 
force for a knife to inflict a fatal wound. The trial 
continues with the final evidence from the 
defence due to be heard today (Thursday).

Alcohol is 
banned at 
town hall 
on Sundays 

ALCOHOL will not be 
served at events taking 
place on Sundays at Welsh¬ 
pool Town Hall despite 
councillors’ pleas to use the 
venue to earn as much rev¬ 
enue as possible. 

Welshpool Town Council 
discussed plans to hire the 
venue out on Sundays at 
its monthly meeting, but 
members voted to only 
keep the venue available 
for hire for events exclud¬ 
ing those with alcohol or 
discos, parties or “enter¬ 
tainment” events. 

The decision, agreed by 
eight votes to three, was 
described as a blow by 
some members. 

Councillor Malcolm Dou¬ 
glass, deputy mayor, said 
he felt it was old fashioned 
for the council to ban the 
sale of alcohol at events on 
Sunday. 

He said: “It is about time 
we put away the pony and 
trap and got on the train.” 

The Grade II listed Vic¬ 
torian town hall under¬ 
went a £200,000 
refurbishment last year 
with a parapet rebuilt and 
other walls being secured. 

The town hall clock was 
also repaired as part of the 
project after it ground to a 
halt when pigeon drop¬ 
pings affected the mecha¬ 
nism. The birds had been 
getting into the clock tower 
for 40 years. 

No plea yet 
in gun case 

A MAN charged in connec¬ 
tion with an incident which 
led to armed police 
patrolling Trefonen had his 
case adjourned while he has 
psychiatric treatment. 

Paul Carruthers, 43, of Tre¬ 
fonen has been charged with 
four counts of criminal vio¬ 
lence and possession of a 12 
bore shotgun with intent on 
May 2 and 3. 

Carruthers had been the 
subject of psychiatric assess¬ 
ments and was currently con¬ 
sidered to be unfit to plead, 
Shrewsbury Crown Court 
heard. The case will reopen on 
November 25.

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New platform for long 
forgotten train station 


A FORGOTTEN railway station has been 
given a new lease of life - at least in model 
form. 

This huge replica of the Breidden Station at Mid¬ 
dletown, near Welshpool, was one of the star exhibits 
at a model railway show held in Welshpool Town Hall 


on Saturday. 

Dozens of tiny passengers 
waited on two platforms as 
trains sped by, with dozens 
of enthusiasts looking on. 

The real Breidden Sta¬ 
tion - which was known as 
Middletown Station until 
February 1928 - closed in 
September 1960, but has 
been painstakingly recre¬ 
ated by Charles Bowen who 
lives in the village. 

Mr Bowen laughs as he 
says he spent “many hours” 
making the model, which 
also incorporates local roads 
and farms full of sheep and 
cows. 

He also called for rural 
stations to be reinstated, 
saying as villages grow the 
need for better rail infra¬ 
structure is needed. 

He said: “It has been a 
labour of love I suppose you 
could say and has been 
many hours in the making. 

“It is my village and I am 
very pleased with how I have 
recreated it, I feel quite sat¬ 
isfied and I have had plenty 
of people coming over for a 
look. 

“It is all electrified and 
runs on signals - if I turn 
them on red, the trains 
stop.” 

Clearly impressed by the 
level of detail Mr Bowen 
went into was 77-year-old 
Peter Jones from Shrews¬ 
bury, who came to the show, 
to pick up inspiration for his 
own models at home. 

He said: “The Middletown 
display is very commendable 
and I have picked up some 
hints and tips.” 

The former railway sig¬ 
nalman was particularly 
impressed by the way the 
trains operate by signal.

“They are the best I have 
ever seen,” he said. 

“They are just like the 
real thing.” 

Other displays included 
cars, boats and a huge 
Christmas-themed Playmo- 
bil railway operated and 
owned by Walter Turner, 
from Porthmadog in North 
Wales. 

He said: “The kids at the 
show here have loved it and 
it is getting them in the 
Christmas spirit already. I 
got into it when my twin 
sons were three in 1984 and 
it has never stopped. 

“We started exhibiting the 
Playmobil trains in 1998 
when there was a model rail¬ 
way exhibition held locally 
and it has gone from there. 
Welshpool is a lovely town 
and people have been very 
enthusiastic. 

“This Christmas set is 
completely interactive and 
kids can play with it. There 
is also guess how many San¬ 
tas there are in the scene 
competitions and there must 
be over 50 hiding away in 
there.” 

Mark Wigley, one of the 
show’s organisers, hailed it 
a massive success. 

He added: “We are very 
pleased, there have been lots 
of people coming in and hav¬ 
ing a look of all ages and 
feedback has been excellent. 

“There were things to see 
both upstairs and down¬ 
stairs in the town hall and I 
think people took full advan¬ 
tage of what was on offer.”

Chef just 
missed 
accident 
by seconds 

A YOUNG chef was seconds 
from being crushed under 
tonnes of maize as he fin¬ 
ished work on Friday. 

Dan Baynham was leav¬ 
ing the Queen’s Head pub 
near Oswestry when he 
heard a crash and ran out¬ 
side to see his car buried by 
a mountain of green, the 
weight completely squash¬ 
ing the black, Skoda Felicia. 

The maize had fallen out 
of a trailer that overturned 
when it was being towed by 
a tractor on the bend outside 
the pub, just off the A5. 

It happened as farmers 
were carrying out the maize 
harvest. 

The drama left the 21- 
year-old shaken, but grate¬ 
ful he had not been in his 
car. “I had finished the 
lunchtime shift and was lit¬ 
erally about to walk out of 
the door,” Mr Baynham said. 

“A minute later and I 
would have been in the car. 
There could have been a 
completely different out¬ 
come.” 

The Queen’s Head is 
owned by Mr Baynham’s 
father, David, and his wife, 
Niamh. “I have been work¬ 
ing here for four years and 
am really enjoying it,” the 
chef said. 

“I am just very grateful 
that I am back here working 
this week. If I had finished 
work just a minute earlier I 
may not have been. It does 
not bear thinking about.”

Mrs Jones, 67, a regional

Teenager tells court he was 
responsible for man's death

A TEENAGER has admitted that he feels responsible for 
the death of a 21-year-old in an Oswestry car park. 

Richard Reece, 19, said he was shocked and scared when he 
realised he had injured Danny Jones. 

He told the jury at Birmingham Crown Court that he had wanted to scare 
Mr Jones after the pair had been fighting on April 24. 

“I went to my house just looking for anything to get him to stop,” Reece 
said. 

“I’d been showing the knife to Danny outside earlier in the evening and 
I’d put it in a plant pot. I used to put all sorts of things in that plant pot. 

“I picked it up. I went back into the car park. Danny was running towards

Witnesses saw 
man swinging 
weapon about 

YOUNG people who were at a recreation 
ground in Oswestry when a fatal fight 
broke out told a murder trial how they 
saw a man swinging a weapon at the vic¬ 
tim. 

A jury at Birmingham Crown Court 
heard that Richard Reece, 19, from Lord 
Street in the town was seen facing off 
against Danny Jones, 21, in the nearby 
car park at Oak Street. 

Ian Thomas Gill, a college friend of 
Reece, was at the house in Lord Street 
when the fight started. 

He told the jury he saw Reece came into 
the car park carrying a long knife. 

He said: “Danny started to put his head 
down. I don’t know if he was going to 
tackle Ricky or what. But he went into 
Ricky and then fell onto his back. 

“I saw Danny stumble and fall towards 
Ricky. Then Danny was lying on his back 
on the floor.” 

Ben Richards, 17, said: “I could hear 
the slap of Ricky’s face every time Dan 
punched him. When Ricky pulled out the 
knife then that did scare me. 

“Dan had his arms out and said ‘come 
on then’. Ricky was waving his arm as if 
to warn him off. All I could see was 
Ricky’s arm swinging then both of them 
went to the floor.” 

The trial continues. 


myself with my left hand, lifting 
it up to protect my face. I 
clenched up. 

“I don’t remember feeling 
the knife go in or seeing it, I 
just remember this sudden 
silence. I looked at Danny and 
he was wounded,” he added. 

The trial heard that Reece 
ran away from the car park and 
then sent several text messages 
to friends, including one where 
he said he had “murdered” Mr 
Jones. 

Reece denies a charge of 
murder, but said he accepts 
that it is his fault that Mr 
Jones, from Chirk, died. 

Giving evidence on Monday 
he said: “I knew I was holding 
that knife when Danny got 
injured and I felt responsible 
and that it was my doing.” 

But when Miss Rachel 
Brand, for Reece, asked him if 
he had stabbed Mr Jones delib¬ 
erately he said “No.” 

Reece, from Lord Street, 
Oswestry, turned himself in in 
the early hours of the following 
morning after speaking with a 
police negotiator. 

He said he had been shocked 
and scared when the negotiator 
told him Mr Jones had died. 

“It felt as if my life had fallen 
apart,” he said. 

“My two thoughts were to 
end my own life or hand myself 
in. 

“I was thinking I’d top 
myself during the night.” 

The trial continues.

MID Wales patients will 
see waiting times for treat¬ 
ment at Oswestry Orthop¬ 
aedic Hospital cut from 36 
to 26 weeks after success¬ 
ful negotiations between 
the hospital and health 
board. 

While patients from the 
English side of the border 
wait no longer than 18 
weeks for treatment at the 
hospital, waiting times in 
Wales are longer. 

Until now those that 
come under the Powys 
Teaching Health Board 
area were forced to wait up 
to 36 weeks for treatment.

Mr Martin Wright said the regulations that will be imposed as a result of the inquiry 
into press standards would cost time and money, when it was already recognised that local 
newspapers were not responsible for the problems in the industry. 

The editor was speaking to Oswestry Town Council about the local media. He said that 
at the heart of the Shropshire Star was local news.

“Frustratingly for regional newspapers, 
on a very practical level we will be 
adversely affected as a result of the inquiry, 
even though Lord Justice Leveson was at 
pains to point out that local and regional 
newspapers were in no way responsible for 
the issues surrounding ethics, which were 
raised at the inquiry. 

“Any new form of regulation will 
increase the burden on the local press, both 
in terms of financial and time commit¬ 
ments, at a time when the industry is 
already struggling. 

“To add insult to injury the Leveson 
inquiry has also affected people’s trust in 
newspapers and that has filtered through 
to local newspapers.” 

He said that the industry was pressing 
ahead with its own model of self regulation. 

“The Privy Council proposal does, we 
believe, offer the prospect of political inter¬ 
ference which is in our view unacceptable if 
the press is to be truly free.” 

Mr Wright said the Shropshire Star was 
rising to the challenge of becoming a digital 
company. “We have become a truly multime¬ 
dia business, rather than simply a newspa¬ 
per with a website.”

Great news for the modern 
man out there this week with 
the revelation that life really 
begins at 54 and not 40 as we 
have always been led to believe. 

For a survey has shown it is 
not until the age of 54 that they 
finally feel grown up, enjoying 
life as a “red adult”. 

A study of 1,000 men found it 
was the time most admitted 
they felt “settled and secure” in 
their lives, suggesting they take 
longer than previous genera¬ 
tions due to financial pressures 
and late fatherhood. 

It appears modern man no 
longer leaves behind his youth¬ 
ful insecurities at 40 which is 
really bad news for those 
approaching that age who 
thought their lives were about 
to take a turn for the better. 

The results suggested many 
do not believe they have 
achieved a level of financial sta¬ 
bility, or that their children 
were approaching self-suffi¬ 
ciency, until they are 11 years 
off retirement age themselves. 

The number one fear high¬ 
lighted by participants was not 
being able to afford a first home, 
as rising property prices leave 
workers in rented accommoda¬ 
tion.

Family's donation gives 
idea of life in Great war 



War hero Albert Unwin’s 
story will live on thanks to 
a project at Chirk Castle. 
JOSHUA BOSWELL reports 


“THE First World War was 
meant to be the war to end all 
wars, and look what happened 
in 1939,” said the 92-year-old 
woman. 

But as the fire crackled in the hearth 
beside her and the warm, slow swing 
music rolled through the grand rooms of 
Chirk Castle, you could almost mistake 
this rainy Monday afternoon for 1913 
rather than 2013. 

Ileen Wilkie, 92, and her brother John 
Unwin, 89, were at the castle to present 
the National Trust with medals and arte¬ 
facts belonging to their father, a First 
World War hero. 

Albert Victor Unwin worked as a care¬ 
taker for Lord and Lady Howard de 
Walden at Chirk Castle from 1911 to 
1946 - except for when he served at the 
front line during the First World War 
under Lord de Walden’s command, with 
the famed Royal Welch Fusiliers. 

Almost a century later, his family have 
come to the castle to donate his wartime 
diary, military artefacts and his Distin¬ 
guished Conduct Medal for bravery 
under fire. 

Mrs Wilkie said: “It’s pride I feel really, 
that he did all that. I didn’t realise at the 
time how brave he must have been. 
When you hear why he was awarded, you 
realise that he braved all the firing, the 
shells, and everything, to make sure the 
troops got all the rations they needed.” 

Staff at the castle have resolved to 
rediscover and share the stories of the 66 
men like Mr Unwin, whose names are 
inscribed on the war memorial in Chirk’s 
centre, many of whom worked on Lord de 
Walden’s estate. 

When the war began, Lord de Walden

encouraged all the men from his estate 
to join up. Mr Unwin joined the Royal 
Welch Fusiliers, as did most men in 
North Wales. His job was to get rations 
and equipment to the front line, under 
heavy enemy fire. 

On August 9 1918, a mere two 
months before the Armistice was 
signed, Mr Unwin was shot. The 
Unwins’ donation included his fusilier’s 
helmet, which still bears the dent where 
the bullets from those shots ricocheted 
off. 

Hospital 

A lucky man, he survived the bloody 
field hospital and returned home to the 
castle where he remained for the rest of 
his life, founding the Chirk British 
Legion and acting as a church warden. 

“Very, very seldom did he speak of the 
war,” said Mrs Wilkie. “The only occa¬ 
sion I know was when he let me see 
there was a huge hole in his leg. I must 
have been about eight when I saw it, 
and that was it.” 

Mr Unwin himself recorded the day 
he was shot in his diary with one word: 
“Wounded.” 


“He doesn’t make a big song and 
dance about it,” said Mrs Wilkie. She 
rummages in the box of artefacts and 
draws out a faded letter. It asks if Mr 
Unwin would prefer his medal for brav¬ 
ery presented publicly or sent in the 
post. Mrs Wilkie said: “He didn’t want 
it publicly. But he always liked the 
remembrance services. He was a very 
gentle man.” 

Albert Unwin had four children, and 
lived on the estate with his wife. As a 
caretaker, Mr Unwin was not the typi¬ 
cal companion of an aristocrat, but Lord 
de Walden and he had a close friend¬ 
ship. 

“They built boats together down by 
the lake. In letters Lord Howard de 
Walden talks about ‘his friend’, my 
father. They got on so well,” said Mrs 
Wilkie. 

“I was good friends with his daughter, 
Rosemary. From about eight to 15, I 
always had tea with them. I had tea in 
this room. I remember the Christ¬ 
mases - we’d have a lovely tea and a 
present. “We were all given one of those 
boiled sweet jars when we left. And 


when they performed the pantomimes, 
we were invited to see it.” Carolyn 
Latham, house manager at Chirk Cas¬ 
tle, said: “Lord Howard de Walden 
seemed to put all this effort into the 
house parties, the kids’ parties, the pan¬ 
tomimes, the village fetes, the pageants, 
as if to say ‘we’re all going to live, and 
we’re going to do what we can’. 

“But he would then often take him¬ 
self off separately, as if he couldn’t quite 
fully enjoy it. And he would comment 
that he couldn’t shake the melancholy 
of what had happened.” 

“I think he felt a responsibility that 
he had encouraged people to enlist and 
fight - lots of people did because they 
thought it was going to be over so 
quickly, and that fighting would be so 
gentlemanly, not what it really was.” 

Realising his men were woefully 
under-equipped for trench warfare, 
Lord de Walden took it upon himself to 
design a special knife or cledd, made by 
Wilkinson Sword, for his fusiliers. 

The castle team are calling on people 
to get in touch with their own family 
memories.

Q: I set up a small IT company two years ago with three friends. We are all directors and hold an equal number of shares. Recently it was suggested that 
we should have a Shareholders Agreement drawn up. I feel this would be an unnecessary expense for such a small company. Am I correct? 

A: Whilst every company has Articles of Association, these do not cover the wide range of issues where written agreement prior to any problem arising 
would be helpful. Also they are publicly available, whereas a shareholders^™ agreement is private and confidential. 

Currently, you may all be on good terms and working together to make the business successful. This may, however, not always be the case, and it would be 
useful for you to have a signed document setting out exactly who will do what in terms of responsibilities and how much time every shareholder will devote 
to the business and what happens if this ceases to be the case. 

For example, in the future, one of you may wish to devote time to other projects or interests, or spend less time working in the business. As part of such 
changes one of you may wish to sell their shares to the others. It is preferable to have agreed provisions in place from the start, which set out exactly how 
the shares will be valued and how they will be bought by the remaining shareholders. 

It is also important to have agreement on what decisions require the consent of all shareholders (i.e. unanimity), e.g. employing or dismissing staff, entering 
into contracts above a certain value (such as a lease), or taking other significant steps in relation to the business. 

Whilst there will be some costs involved, a properly drafted shareholders agreement would undoubtedly help reduce or avoid disagreement between the 
shareholders in the future.

Quality of 
life is a 
concern 
for elderly 

SINCE taking up the post as 
Older People’s Commis¬ 
sioner for Wales I have trav¬ 
elled extensively speaking 
with older people. 

The people I have met 
with come from a wide range 
of communities. Despite 
this, what people tell me is 
important is often very sim¬ 
ilar - quite simply they want 
the best quality of life. 

Older people have told me 
they have a good quality of 
life, say they feel safe and 
listened to, valued and 
respected. 

They are able to get the 
help they need, if it is 
needed; live in a place that 
suits them. 

For many, having the best 
quality of life is closely 
linked to remaining inde¬ 
pendent living at home for 
as long as possible, and 
there has been a gradual 
shift towards offering help 
so this is possible. 

For a variety of reasons, 
however, remaining at 
home, with perhaps only 15 
minutes of care or support a 
day, is not suitable for every¬ 
one and residential care will 
continue to be a key way in 
which older people receive 
the support they need. 

I have spoken about the 
importance of high quality 
residential care. 

But during the past year, 
I have received increasing 
correspondence about the 
quality of life and care of 
older people in residential 
care, which has demon¬ 
strated that there are still 
unacceptable variations 
across Wales. Too often, care 
homes are meeting only 
“minimum standards” 

required by law. We are not 
yet in a position where all 
older people living in resi¬ 
dential care can be assured 
that they will be safe, well 
cared for and have a good 
quality of life. 

This is why I am using my 
legal powers as commis¬ 
sioner to undertake a formal 
review into the quality of life 
and care of older people liv¬ 
ing in residential care. 

By gathering evidence 
through questionnaires and 
a series of visits, the voices 
of older people and their 
families will be at the heart 
of my review. 

Alongside my recommen¬ 
dations, which public bodies 
will be expected to comply 
with, it is vital that those 
who run our care services 
understand the realities of 
living in residential care.

A NEW campaign group in 
Oswestry is to hold a public 
meeting over the Govern¬ 
ment’s controversial welfare 
reforms including the so- 
called bedroom tax. 

The Oswestry Equality 
Group will hold the meeting 
at the Eastern Oswestry 
Community Centre on 
November 21, at 7.30pm. 

Penny Rice from the 
group said: “We have chosen 
to take a look at the welfare 
reforms because it is very 
topical and so is the impact 
the ‘bedroom tax’ is having. 

“At our last meeting we 
staged the movie Ghosts 
which looked at poorly paid 
workers, working and living 
in poor conditions. The next 
meeting will follow on from 
that. We think our meetings 
allow ordinary people to 
have a voice and learn more 
about major issues. 

“In the interests of equal¬ 
ity and in an attempt to pro¬ 
vide a balanced view, Mrs 
Steph Jackson, who is head 
of customer support and 
assets for Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, is willing to come out to 
speak about Shropshire’s 
response to welfare reforms. 

“Duncan Kerr will then 
speak about the people’s 
response to these.” 

The group’s well-attended 
first meeting looked at adult 
care centres in Oswestry. It 
emerged fewer people would 
receive care at the new day 
centre in the future under a 
shake-up of the service. 


Son calls for public inquiry 
on mother's care home death 


A MAN whose mother’s death in a care home was partially caused by neg¬ 
lect has called for a full public inquiry into the scandal. 

And Russell Tucker has said it is time for the Government to place every care home into state 
control, claiming some private homes were putting “profits before care”. 

The father-of-four from West Felton near Oswestry was talking after an inquest heard harrowing 
details of how his 77-year-old mother Margaret died after suffering unexplained injuries. 

Mrs Tucker was one of five residents who died at Orchid View Care Home in Copthorne in West 
Sussex from natural causes, attributed to by neglect. West Sussex coroner Penelope Schofield

Dy lain St Jonn five-week inquest. 

- The inquest was called to look into the deaths of 

a total of 19 residents at the home, with the coro¬ 
ner ruling that neglect contributed to five deaths. 

The West Sussex coroner said the home, then 
run by Southern Cross, was “mismanaged and 
understaffed”. 

s ■ She has also criticised the Care Quality Commis- 

W sion, which gave the home a “good” rating in 2010, 
a year before it closed down. 

A serious case review has now begun into the 
j elderly residents’ deaths. 

But a serious case review will not go far enough 
into revealing who was at fault for the scandal, 
according to 53-year-old Mr Tucker. 

Mr Tucker, a divorced maintenance man, said 
only a public inquiry would allow prosecutions to 
be brought against those responsible for the poor 
care at the home. 

Mr Tucker said: “I don’t want to go into detail 
about what we were told about what happened to 
mum because it is too harrowing but, for example, 
she had a fractured ankle which went unnoticed. 

“When she died she had an indent on her fore¬ 
head the size of a 50p piece. It was never explained. 

“A serious case review will not bring any prose¬ 
cutions. We also urgently need to look at how we 
care for our elderly and I really think it is time for 
David Cameron to bring in a new law bringing the 
control of all care homes out of the private sector 
and into state control. 

“The last two years have been a nightmare. It 
has been a very difficult time because we all just 
Margaret Tucker want to know what really happened to our mum.”

Coroner’s verdict welcomed 


LAWYERS acting for Russell Tucker 
said they welcome the coroner’s verdict 
that his mother died from natural 
causes, attributed to by neglect. 

And bosses at GHP Legal say they 
intend to bring a claim against Southern 
Cross, the firm which operated Orchid 
View Care Home in West Sussex where 
his mother Margaret was a resident. 

Mr Tucker has been represented by 
the firm’s personal injury and clinical 
negligence specialists. 

Mrs Tucker was a resident at Orchid 
View Care Home and died in July 2011. 

The care home was closed and other 
residents were moved. An investigation 
by West Sussex Social Services found the 
care home guilty of neglect. 


Speaking after the five-week inquest 
in Horsham, Mr John Hulme, a partner 
of GHP Legal, said: “The last two years 
have been a dreadful time for Russell 
and his family, but they feel the coroner 
has returned the appropriate verdict. 

“The coroner was extremely critical of 
the appalling level of care provided at 
Orchid View, which she described as a 
disgrace. 

“In the coroner’s view, there were 
unacceptable failings at the nursing, 
managerial and corporate levels. 

“It is now our intention to bring a 
claim against Southern Cross, which we 
very much hope will be resolved amica¬ 
bly, sooner rather than later. There may 
yet be a public inquiry.”

MORE than 6,500 people 
responded to a consultation into 
plans to provide an hourly train 
service between Shrewsbury and 
Mid Wales. 

Welsh Assembly chiefs had been antic¬ 
ipating 400 replies during the three week 
consultation into the need for an hourly 
rail service from Aberystwyth to Shrews¬ 
bury, calling at Welshpool and Newtown. 

But Robert Robinson, Welshpool Town 
Council clerk and secretary of the 
Shrewsbury-Aberystwyth Railway Liai¬ 
son Committee, told members of the 
town council that he was confident there 
would be an announcement next month. 

Mr Robinson, said: “I met Welsh 
Assembly Transport Minster Edwina 
Hart’s officers in Shrewsbury and the 
survey is now complete. 

“Mrs Hart was expecting 400 replies 
to it and that would have gone down as 
a good sample for this purpose. 

“We had 6,500, with 4,000 completed 
by hand and a further 2,500 online, 
which is fantastic. 

“I can’t say too much at the moment, 
but what I can say is that on single com¬ 
muter lines in the rush hours, if the sur¬ 
veys are to be believed, usage would 
increase by 370 per cent if the hourly 
service was introduced. 

“This is overwhelming evidence that 
we need this service. I am now going to 
meet Mrs Hart’s office again in a week’s 
time and then I will meet her on Novem¬ 
ber 19 and she will be looking to make an 
announcement on the future of the serv¬ 
ice later that month. 

“My thanks go to Welshpool town 
councillors Estelle Blievas, Hazel Evans, 
John Morgan and Malcolm Douglass who 
actually went onto the trains themselves 
and asked passengers to fill in forms.”

The Coney Green crossing 
has been a particular prob¬ 
lem for motorised scooters 
to pass over in the past, with 
several disabled people say¬ 
ing they had got their 
wheels stuck in the rails. 

Roger Date from the Cam¬ 
brian Heritage Railways 
said the paving work will 
help address the problem. 

He said: “We have been 
working with Oswestry 
Access Group which asked 
us to have a look at the site. 

“There have been prob¬ 
lems there in the past and 
the work has come through 
Shropshire Council. 

“It is just very lean con¬ 
crete which has been put 
down. 

“The trains are not run¬ 
ning at the moment so we 
are happy to help with the 
access problems there and 


work with Oswestry Access 
Group. 

“The cement will just 
crumble away when the 
trains start going over it and 
using the line again. 

“It won’t cause any dam¬ 
age because it is lean cement 
which will just crumble and 
fall into the gaps in the rail¬ 
way. It means access will be 
improved.” 

Mr Date said the group 
was still working hard on its 
ambitious plans to re-estab¬ 
lish a rail link from 
Oswestry to Gobowen. 

He said the group was 
pleased to support plans by 
the Wrekin Housing Trust 
to transform a former coal¬ 
yard near Gobowen railway 
station. 

The housing organisation 
wants to build 22 homes. 

He said: “It is a very good 
project and there has been 
consultation on it. 

“It fits in with our plans. 
I think an application will be 
going in very shortly and 
work could start in March or 
April.”

Ideas discussed regarding 
future of vacant building

OSWESTRY Town Council should think twice before getting involved 
in any project to use a vacant building next to the town’s library for 
the public’s benefit, a meeting was told. 

The Friends of Oswestry Library accepted that its idea to convert the building, which 
once housed the town’s library, into a 150-seat cinema, were probably not feasible. But 
the group says it still wants the building to be opened up for public use, possibly through 
a community asset transfer. 

Members say it could be used to accommodate Shropshire Council staff after the pro¬ 
posed sale of Shrewsbury’s Shirehall or to 
host a community “hub” offering council 
■ services. 

However, at Oswestry Town Council’s 
meeting, Councillor Gareth Jones said he 
believed it was Shropshire Council that 
should take responsibility for the building 
as it belonged to the unitary authority. 

“I do not think we should get involved - 
it is not our building,” he said. 

In a letter to the town council, Steve 
Haworth, from the Friends of Oswestry 
Library, said various ideas had been put for¬ 
ward by the group. 

Funding 

“Since then our advice suggests that none 
of the rooms would be suitable for a cinema 
or theatre, as they are just not high enough 
to allow for a film/stage above an audience. 

“Other ideas, such as the incorporation of 
the “hub” and/or additional council office 
space to offset the Shirehall sale and/or use 
as a public contact, training venue for local 
vocational students in some capacity, have 
been suggested. Such a venture might assist 
by providing additional funding towards the 
upkeep of the building. Of course we recog¬ 
nise that this building is clearly a Shrop¬ 
shire Council property and we cannot 
sensibly go too far in making suggestions 
without support from Shropshire Council.” 

Town councillors agreed to invite Mr 
Howarth to a meeting on November 5 to 
hear more about the Friends’ plans. 


CAMPAIGNERS have admitted plans to 
turn a vacant building next to a town 
library into a 150-seat cinema or theatre are 
probably not feasible. 

But the Friends of Oswestry Library say 
they still want the building to be opened up 
for public use, possibly through a commu¬ 
nity asset transfer. 

The group announced its cinema plans 
during the summer but after taking advice 
the cinema plan is probably not possible. 

They say the building in Arthur Street 
could still be used for the public’s benefit 
whether it is to accommodate Shropshire 
Council staff after the proposed sale of 
Shrewsbury’s Shirehall or to host a commu¬ 
nity “hub” offering council services. 

In a letter to town councillors, Steve 
Haworth from the Friends of Oswestry 
Library said: “We still believe the old library 
is a considerable asset, and, which presum¬ 
ably remains a burden on the public purse 
because heating and maintenance.”

New Deepcut inquest legal 
bid brings hope to parents 


A COUPLE from Llanymynech say they hope calls by campaign group 
Liberty for a new inquest into the death of their Army recruit daughter 
will at last get to the truth of how she died. 

Des and Doreen James have spent years battling for a fresh inquest for their daughter, 
Cheryl, who was 18 when she was found dead from gunshot wounds at the Deepcut Army 
barracks in Surrey in 1995. An inquest gave an open verdict on her death. 

It later emerged that she was one of four recruits to die of gunshot wounds at the bar¬ 
racks from 1995 to 2002, and the families of all four have been calling for a full public

Concern over 
surgery plans 

PATIENTS in Montgomeryshire could be 
affected by health bosses’ plans over non¬ 
urgent surgery at four Welsh hospitals.

more people waiting and now it seems, 
more and more operations being cancelled. 

“I will be raising this issue as a matter of 
urgency in the Senedd this week.”

The group made the move after using the 
Human Rights Act to gain access to 44 vol¬ 
umes of statements, documents, notes and 
photographs. 

Evidence 

Liberty says the material contains signif¬ 
icant forensic evidence that has never 
before been properly examined and suggests 
important witnesses may have lied. 

Mr James said: “We are quite confident 
there is enough evidence to allow a new 
inquest to be held. There is evidence that 
we have not seen before. 

“It will take a few months we believe for 
the Attorney General to make a decision. 

“We’re disappointed it has taken close to 
18 years for us to even get disclosure of the 
evidence. 

“No family should ever have to go 
through what we’ve experienced, and the 
fact there still has never been any meaning¬ 
ful inquiry into the four deaths at Deepcut 
remains a stain on the integrity of everyone 
involved.” 

Emma Norton, legal officer for Liberty, 
said: “Until what happened to these young 
people at Deepcut is competently, calmly 
and independently investigated, justice will 
not be done.”

The right time to ensure

AUTUMN is a good time of 
year to schedule your annual 
full major car service to 
ensure your vehicle is in the 
best shape possible to cope 
with the winter.

brakes and brake fluid twice a year to 
make sure everything is in order. If 
your car has an anti-lock braking sys¬ 
tem (ABS) keep an eye on your dash¬ 
board indicator. 

Check your headlights: Make 
sure they are free from damage and 
they are clean. 

Check your engine oil: You can 

check your oil level and condition by 
removing the dipstick. If the oil looks 
black then it is time to do an oil 
change. 

Screenwash checks: Always 
ensure your washer container is 


topped up to the specified amount with 
windscreen washer fluid in winter. 

Inspect your tyres: With the haz¬ 
ards of black ice, snow and poor visibil¬ 
ity in winter, it’s essential to make sure 
your tyres are in good condition. 
Remember to check the spare too. 

Check your windscreen: If you 
have any chips or cracks, it’s essential 
you get these repaired straight away. 

Windscreen wipers: Wipers are 
essential in clearing the view through 
your windscreen, particularly in winter 
when grit and salt is thrown from the 
road onto your windscreen.

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Library is 
on course 
to beat 
records 

OSWESTRY Library is on 
course to set a new record 
for visitors in a calendar 
year, according to new fig¬ 
ures. 

About 102,000 people vis¬ 
ited the library in the first 
six months of this year. It 
means the venue on Arthur 
Street looks set to improve 
on the 190,000 people who 
visited in 2009. 

Staff have put the rise in 
interest down to a number 
of new activities and services 
which have been set up since 
the library in Arthur Street 
was extended five years ago. 

To celebrate the fifth 
anniversary of the work, 
library staff are asking visi¬ 
tors to enter a competition 
to tell them what they love 
about libraries. 

Teresa Eccleston, man¬ 
ager of Oswestry Library, 
said visitor figures for 2009 - 
the first full year in the new 
library - represented a 20 
per cent increase on figures 
before its revamp. 

Among the services that 
the library has introduced 
during the past five years 
are the books on prescrip¬ 
tion service, wifi access, a 
health zone with informa¬ 
tion and advice, and a com¬ 
munity hub offering help 
with council services. 

The library has also 
extended its children’s facil¬ 
ities, with regular story and 
rhyme times and holiday 
activities, a homework club 
and a knitting club. 


Canopy mystery

WHAT is the answer to the riddle of the mystery 
canopy in the middle of Oswestry? 

That is the puzzle to which John Powell of Oswestry 
has been trying to find the solution, and a few weeks ago 
we gave him a hand by publishing the photo of New 
Street in 1934, which was causing him to scratch his 
head. 

On the left was the old Market Hall and on the right, beyond 
the shops with the sunblinds, was the cinema called The Kings 
at that time. But what, asked John, was the roof-like structure 
between the Market Hall and the cinema? 

“I remember the canopy as it was useful for keeping cinema 
patrons dry while waiting for the cinema to open in rainy 
weather. That could be its sole use, but it appears to be a large 
construction simply for that purpose,” says John. 

And the answer to the riddle is... well, actually we still don’t 
know, but in the meanwhile John has come across another, 
older, photo showing the same structure. 

“I had assumed that it had been the roof of a building that 
was removed to make way for The Kings cinema. This other 
picture of New Street has emerged on the “Photographs of 
Oswestry” website. I’m not sure when The Kings was built, but 
this photograph is before then. 

“The shop on the right, Astons, was a home furnishers and 
they had moved from this site before 1934. At the time of my 
previous picture, The Prudential Insurance had an office in 
that property. It is difficult to read other shop signs. The attire 
suggests that the date is possibly early 1900s. 

“Another idea is that, being adjacent to the Market Hall, the 
canopy could have been a covered open air market. Just a 
guess.”

Pensioner 
died in her 
sleep on a 
cruise ship 

AN 86-year-old woman, who 
went on a cruise with her 
sister shortly after having a 
heart attack, died in her 
sleep while at sea, an 
inquest has heard. 

Margaret Owen, of Mid¬ 
dleton Road, Oswestry 
joined the Saga Ruby cruise 
ship in Southampton on 
October 24 last year. 

In a narrative inquest at 
the Guildhall in Shrewsbury 
last week, John Ellery, sen¬ 
ior coroner for Shrewsbury, 
Telford and Wrekin said: 
“Mrs Owen was travelling 
with her sister. 

“She was last seen the 
night before, when she went 
to bed. The following morn¬ 
ing her sister telephoned her 
cabin and got no reply. 

“She found Mrs Owen 
dead in bed. It appeared she 
had died in her sleep.” 

A post-mortem in Portu¬ 
gal recorded that she had 
suffered a recent heart 
attack and had coronary 
sclerosis. A verdict of natu¬ 
ral causes was recorded.

Squash fear and ignorance, 
and not the innocent spider 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE

WE’RE under attack! Grown men are losing 
limbs, schools are being overrun, killers are 
spreading. 

You will no doubt have read similar headlines in the papers 
this past fortnight and they all have one very important thing 
in common . . . they’re complete rubbish. 

The scaremongering has, for some reason, indicted a truly 
beautiful, humble and noble arachnid; Steatoda nobilis, the 
‘Noble’ False Widow spider. Sadly Britain’s wildlife has had 
a pretty poor showing in the press recently. Firstly badgers 
and now spiders. Shropshire’s shameful MP Owen Paterson 
may not care much for scientific facts when it comes to the 
former, but looking through the magnifying glass of science, 
one always sees the true picture. So let’s have a closer look 
at Steatoda nobilis. 

‘Venomous Spider Outbreak Closes School’ was a recent 
headline. We’d better shut all our schools down instantly 
then if that’s the case because almost every spider is ven¬ 
omous. How else do you subdue a buzzing fly? The difference 
is that the false widow is one of the few spiders in the UK 
that can, if really threatened pierce human skin. Other spi¬ 
ders can ‘bite’ people in this country but of course, they 
haven’t got ‘Widow’ in their title (doesn’t sell very well). 

In common with other members of their family, the 
Steatoda spiders of which there are several species, construct 
a ‘tangle web’ which is the original ‘cob-web’. This will con¬ 
sist of an irregular tangle of sticky silken fibres. But there is 
method to the madness. The webs include viscid lines that 
are attached to the floor under tension. The struggles of the 
captured insect break the attachment of these lines, thus lift¬ 
ing the unfortunate captive into the air and leaving it sus¬ 
pended ready for the spider to deal with. 

The false widow is believed to have arrived in Britain in 
crates of fruit from Madeira and the Canary Islands. The first 
reported sighting in this country was not last week or even

The trail is one of several 
initiatives staged as part of 
events being organised to 
mark the 100th anniversary 
of the start of the first world 
war next year.

But, it 
was brutal out there, the 
first five holes out there I 
probably could have done 
with a caddie. Luckily it 
stopped raining otherwise I 
would still be out there. 

“I haven’t played many 
play offs so wasn’t that nerv¬ 
ous and it went really quick. 
I didn’t really get time to 
think which was good.”
